Meeting as a committee of the 
whole in a special session, Wed­ 
nesday 
night, 
city 
councilmen 
will consider three plans for city 
relief administration. 
The plans, outlined to council­ 
men a t their meeting last Wed­ 
nesday night, by Relief Director 
Delos Marcy, are: 
1. That the city authorize and 
pay for its own medical services, 
with the paym ent to be handled 
through the county office, as has 
been the case in the past, 
2. T hat the city set up its own 
budget and accept the responsibi­ 
lity 
of paying 
for a 
city case 
worker, 
3. That the city accept the full 
responsibility of its relief admin­ 
istration. 
The relief director told council­ 
men at their last meeting that 
should they decide on the third 
plan he would be willing to help 
the city set up its relief program 
to conform with state regulations, 
but that actual relief adm inistra­ 
tion would be left to city itself. 
Director M arcy informed mem­ 
bers of Council that he did not 
wish 
to become “hard 
boiled” 
with the city over the $7,996 it 
owes the county for relief expen­ 
ditures, but stated that for months 
the 
city and 
county have 
been 
working on the relief question and 
have arrived at no solution and 
that something m ust be done. 
Figures released last week by 
Auditor Forrest Short reveal that 
for the first IO months of .1940 
Pickaw ay County spent more mo­ 
ney for relief than either Ross, 
Fayette 
or Fairfield, all

Everyone’s blood pressure varies 
throughout the day. In the m orn­ 
ing if you have had a good n ig h t’s 
rest, it is likely to be a t its lowest.

T h at’s 
wily we ask blood pressure pa­ 
tients to be calm —though it is 
easier said than done. Emotional 
changes or nervous tension cause 
all the little blood vessels to con­ 
tract, and this naturally raises 
the pressure, because it requires 
more pressure on the part of the 
heart to force fluid through n ar­ 
row, rigid tubes than larger re­ 
laxed ones. Of course, the greatest 
factor in such changes is from age 
— hardening of the arteries. 
Single Reading Valueless 


It was some tim e ago that doc­ 
tors who study this question found 
that a single blood pressure read­ 
ing was of little value compared 
to a continuous record. The ques­ 
tion arises car, the patient bo 
trusted to take his own readings? 
Some doctors say this leads to in­ 
trospection and creates neurosis. 
Dr. David Ayman of Boston found 
in a series of cases th a t he could 
teach the patient to take his own 
blood pressure without difficulty 
and even if carried out for some 
time it resulted in no neurosis. 
In general, it was found that 
blood pressure readings taken at 
home were lower in cases of high 


blood pressure than the readings 
taken at the clinic—from 40 to 20 
per cent. 
This would certainly 
seem to sustain our instinctive 
view that the presence of the doc­ 
tor, the circum stances of the ex­ 
am ination, fear and apprehension 
—all tend to raise the pressure. 


Home Readings 


Perhaps the most valuable re­ 
sult cf the method is th at the homo 
readings tend to allow us to eval­ 
uate treatm ent better. W ith so 
changeable and jum py a thing as 
a blood pressure reading used as 
a standard, it was difficult to come 
to clear-cut conclusions 
as 
to 
whether any tre a tm e n t was doing 
any good. W ith the blood pres­ 
sure reading made a t home a t 
more frequent intervals and an 
atm osphere of more calm, you get 
results from which the nervous 
element is to a considerable extent 
eliminated. 
The conclusion is reached th at 
it is quite easy to teach the patient 
a t home to make the readings. 
Undoubtedly the type of patient 
must be selected and the in stru ­ 
ment could not be turned over to 
an unstable emotionable person, 
but for the most, the method 
should give us valuable data.

C. E. L .:—“ I go to bed at night 
feeling all right, but wake up 
about 2 A. M. feeling tired and 
very thirsty. About 3 A. M. or 4 
A. M. I feel a different person. 
Have I got night starvation?” 
Answer— It is possible th at you 
have some cyclic nutritional con­ 
dition th at results in symptoms at 
2 A. M. It may be a disturbance 
of your utilization of sugar, which 
could be easily determ ined by any 
doctor by a glucose tolerance test.

A trem endous drive, headed by 
Herbert Hoover and joined by elite 
social organizations all over the 
country, 
raised 
money 
for the 
Finns. 
But although some money 
is being raised for the Greeks, the 
enthusiasm has not reached any­ 
where near the sam e scale as th a t 
for the Finns. 
This m ay 
result 
from the in­ 
creased callousness of the A m eri­ 
can public tow ard w ar. Or it m ay 
be because H erbert Hoover is not 
whooping it up for th e Greeks. 
However, the 
outcom e of the 
G reek-Italian w ar will m ean far- 
more to the outcom e of the entire 
w ar than the b attle 
of Finland. 
For if the G reeks succeed in h o ld -1 
ing off Italy for any g reat length 
of tim e, it will be a terrific blow 
to Hie prestige of the Axis. 
Tile m ilitary odds, of course, are 
in favor of tho m uch stronger Ita l­ 
ian arm y in any long w ar. And in 
the end, Greece 
m ay suffer the 
sam e fate as Finland - especially 
if G erm any com es to Italy ’s rescue 
through B ulgaria.
